Dear  KPFA  Enigma, 

FENTON  MOLE:  b.  September  31,  1874  in  Bordeaux.  Nebraska  (pronounced 
BAR-dooks  by  the  natives),  to  Nef  J.  and  Carrie  Mole,  descendants  of  the 
famous  group  of  French  religious  dissenters  who  were  forced  to  flee  Napole- 
anic  France  because  of  their  Mormon  creed  and  who  colonized  much  of 
southeastern  Nebraska,  as  well  as  47  acres  of  northeastern  Kansas.  Their 
original  name  was  Molle,  which,  however,  was  too  difficult  for  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  citizens  of  Bordeaux  to  pronounce,  confusing  it  with  Miiller  due  to 
the  way  the  Swedes  in  Bordeaux  addressed  the  Molles.  Nef  J.  was  named 
after  the  church  in  which  he  was  baptized;1  as  he  had  broken  with  the  French 
Mormon  Fellowship  (Communaute  des  esprits  mormoniques  francais)  in 
1872,  the  fact  was  noted  by  the  retrograde  spelling  of  his  son's  given  name. 
After  graduating  from  the  Boredaux  Humanistic  Gymnasium,  where  he 
received  honours  in  metalshop,  Fenton  was  awarded  the  Cutco  Prize  for 
Promise  in  Steel,  High  Carbon  Division.  As  the  prize  included  a  free  training 
programme  in  cutlery  development,  Fenton  Mole  moved  to  the  Cutco  research 
centre,  East  Mauch  Chunk,  Pennsylvania  (now  named  East  Jim  Thorpe), 
in  autumn  1892.  It  is  commonly  agreed  that  Mole  remained  two  years  in 
East  Mauch  Chunk,  though  at  least  two  of  his  biographers  list  two  facts 
which  argue  to  the  contrary:  1)  the  obvious  analogy  with  Aristotle's  appren- 
ticeship at  the  Academy,  which  lasted  nearly  twenty  years,  and  2)  an  unex- 
plained pregnancy  in  the  Cutco  accounting  office  in  1911.  Both  the  "dian- 
nualists"  and  "didecadists,"  as  they  are  called  in  professional  historical 
circles,  agree  that  Mole  could  not  have  been  at  Cutco  later  than  January  3, 
1917,  as  T.  E.  Lawrence  reports  meeting  "the  learned  Mole"  on  that  day 
in  the  first  draft  (apparently  edited  out  later)  of  Seven  Pillars  of  Wisdom, 
which  book  is  itself  a  paean  to  Mole's  learnedness,  as  is  evident  in  the  title's 
reference  to  the  seven  letters  of  Fenton  Mole's  name.  Doubtless  Lawrence 
had  read  the  Arabic  edition  of  Mole's  ground-breaking  study  in  the  intel- 
lectual history  of  high-carbon  steel,  "Carbon-Content  in  the  Razor  of  William 
of  Occam,"  Bullarium  Franciscanum,  Tom.  I,  n.  475b.  Mole  was  not  una- 
ware of  the  striking  parallel  between  his  life  and  that  of  Aristotle,  having 
become  acquainted  with  the  Philosopher  via  Occam,  and  this  argues  for 
the  credibility  of  the  didecadist  theory. 

In  either  1894  or  1912,  Mole  was  sent  to  Damascus  to  learn  high-carbon 
methods  from  the  craftsmen  of  this  city,  where  he  met  Lawrence  several 
years  later.  Mole's  intrepid  research  put  the  Cutco  group  where  it  is  today 
in  international  cutlery,  ascending  to  world  leadership  in  paring  knives  so 
impressively  that  Josef  V.   Dzugashvili   considered   changing   his  name  to 
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Josef  V.  Cutco,  but  compromised  upon  learning,  that  the  company  was  a 
capitalist  enterprise.  Mole's  own  fortune,  however,  took  a  tragic  turn  towards 
the  end  of  the  war.  Lizzie  Blossom,  formerly  in  the  Cutco  accounting  office, 
was  fired  in  the  seventh  month  of  her  pregnancy;  having  fallen  into  disrepute, 
with  no  one  to  turn  to  (Mole,  if  he  was  the  father,  denied  any  knowledge 
of  the  girl),  she  fell  victim  to  the  white  slave  trade  and  was  shipped  to  the 
harem  of  Mohammed  ibn  Roshd  CXVIT,  lineal  descendant  of  Averroes  and 
noted  Aristotle  scholar,  in  the  vicinity  of  Damascus.  Mole  was  invited  to 
dinner  at  Roshd's  on  December  25,  1920,  taking  with  him  a  Cutco  scimitar 
and  a  bottle  of  Wild  Turkey  for  the  sheik.  Roshd  was  so  impressed  with  the 
cutting  edge  of  this  artifact  that  he  opened  his  harem  to  Mole's  perusal  for 
the  night.  Miss  Blossom,  whose  turn  came  towards  morning,  fancied  that 
she  recognized  in  Mole  the  agent  of  her  disgrace  and,  with  a  Cutco  stiletto 
which  Mole  always  sported  on  his  person,  ensured  that  he  would  not  again 
so  mistreat  an  innocent  girl.  Mole's  mind  apparently  snapped  due  to  this 
bizzare  act  of  vengeance;  for  his  own  sake,  Mole  was  kept  on  at  the  harem 
as  a  eunuch,  he  being  too  deranged  for  more  exacting  work.  Lizzie  was  ex- 
coriated and  fed  to  the  camels.  James  Joyce,  chronicler  of  so  many  an 
interesting  incident,  memorialized  Fenton  Mole  in  Finnegans  Wake,  where 
Mole's  name  is  spelled  out  by  the  first  letters  on  pp.  12,  30,  40,  123,  and  131 
and  the  last  letters  on  pp.  16,  44,  45,  97,  and  136,  in  the  following  order: 
12-16-30-40-44-45  for  "Fenton"  and  97-123-131-136  for  "Mole."  Mole's 
tragic  fate  is,  of  course,  indicated  numerically  by  adding  together  the  page 
numbers  of  first  letters  (336)  and  the  page  numbers  of  last  letters  (338) 
and  subtracting  the  latter  total  from  the  former. 

Mole  hung  himself  on  May  26,  1928,  the  600th  anniversary  of  William  of 
Occam's  flight  from  Avignon  to  join  the  forces  around  Louis  of  Bavaria 
against  Pope  John  XXII.  To  Mole's  deranged  mind,  judging  from  cuneiform 
inscriptions  registered  by  him  with  a  Cutco  icepick  on  the  soles  of  his  feet, 
this  day  had  archetypal  connections  with  his  own  family  history  of  religious 
persecution  and  flight  from  France,  with  the  ultimate  loss  of  a  letter  from 
the  family  name,  which  loss  he  identified  with  his  own  more  substantial  one. 
Due  to  my  professional  concern  with  Fenton  Mole,  it  would  be  inappropriate 
for  me  to  accept  the  monetary  desserts  which  your  contest  doubtless  offers. 
May  I  suggest  instead  that  the  prize  be  sent  to  the  Fenton  Mole  Memorial 
Association,  Bordeaux,  Nebraska,  which  is  erecting  two  perispheres  to  house 
the  Fenton  Mole  College  of  High-Carbon  Steel  Development.
